TILILINGUAL STONE AT. GALLE, 


Mr. Edward W, Perera contributes 
the following to the Spolia Zeylanica:— 

A carved stone, inscribed. in Chinese, 
Persian, and Tamil, was discovered by 
Mr. H. F. Tomalin, Provincial Engineer, 
Svuthern Proyince, early in 1911, near 
the turn of Cripps. road, within the town 
of Galle, The tablet was ustd as a-cover 
stone of u culvert with the inseribed face 
downwards, The history of the “find” 
is given in a note by Mr, K. A. Joseph, 
Honorary Seerctary, Ceylon.
